The Parma Board of Zoning Appeals met on Tuesday, November 10, 2020 and
PROPOSED TO “VARY, subiject to the provisions of amended Ordinance 1127.13 (confirmation




or rejection by Council within forty days of the receipt of this notice) FOR THE APPLICANT
Jason Kuczmarski, 7609 Kenilworth Ave., Parma, Oh 44129. PPN 442-18-085.
After discussion Mr. Mastrobuono made the following recommendation:
"I recommend to Council to GRANT Jason Kuczmarski, 7609 Kenilworth Ave., 44129 has
requested an “Area” variance of the City of Parma Codified Ordinances of Section 1153.03 (a) —
SINGLE-FAMILY HOUSE DISTRICTS — ACCESSORY USES AND BUILDINGS. Maximum size of
garage permitted on lot shall not exceed a total floor area of 720 sq. ft. The Applicant is
proposing to build a second detached garage, 484 sq. ft. in size on property at 7609 Kenilworth.
The existing garage is 480 sq. ft. in area and is to remain. The parcel is 6,250 sq. ft. in area.
This variance would result in allowing for a second garage on one lot and for 244 more feet in
area than Code allows. The PPN is 442-18-085. The variance is substantial and the spirit and
intent behind the Zoning and Building requirements would be observed and substantial justice
done by granting this variance.”

In which case the Building Commissioner shall give notice in writing, and thirty days
thereafter the variances will be deemed null and void, and all regulations governing such
premises in question shall revert back to those in effect before the variance was granted.

*I recommend to Council to grant to Thomas & Rebecca Kovach, 5711 Theota Ave., Parma, OH
44129 has requested an “Area” variance of the City of Parma Codified Ordinances of Section
1153.03 (a) — SINGLE-FAMILY HOUSE DISTRICTS — ACCESSORY USES AND BUILDINGS.
Maximum size garage permitted on lot size of 10,700 sq. ft. lot area is 800 sq. ft. with
maximum height of 15 feet. The Applicant is proposing to build new garage 1085 sq. ft. in area
with height of 21" on parcel of 10,700 sq. ft. on property located at 5711 Theota Ave. This
variance would result in allowing for 285 more square feet in area on lot size of 10,700 sq. ft. in
area with second story. The PPN is 443-15-039.
Thomas & Rebecca Kovach, 5711 Theota Ave., Parma, OH 44129 have requested an “Area”
variance of the City of Parma Codified Ordinances of Section 1185.05 — HEIGHT REGULATIONS
— HEIGHT DISTRICT EXCEPTIONS. In residence districts, an accessory building shall not exceed
15" in height at the highest point of the roof nor more than one story. The Applicant is
proposing to build new detached garage with height of 21 on parcel of 10,700 sq. ft. on
property located at 5711 Theota Ave. This variance would result in allowing for 6’ more in
height with second story. The PPN 443-15-039. That the essential character of the
neighborhood would not be substantially altered and the adjoining properties would not suffer a
substantial detriment as a result of these variances and the spirit and intent behind the
Zoning/Building requirements would be observed and substantial justice done by granting these
variance with the stipulations:Height of new garage will be no more than 18" maximum for the
highest point.

1. No business will operate out of the garage.




2. At no time will the garage be used as a residence or living space.

3. No bathtub or shower ever installed in the garage.

O’Connor voted yes to grant these variances with the stipulations.
Also be it noted that a variance(s) once granted, shall not be withdrawn or changed unless
there is a change of circumstances or if after the expiration of six months no substantial
construction is done in accordance with the terms and condition for which such variance was
granted. In which case the Building Commissioner shall give notice in writing, and thirty days
thereafter the variances will be deemed null and void, and all regulations governing such
premises in question shall revert back to those in effect before the variance was granted.
